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FOREWARD 

The  General  Assembly  of  1977-78  appropriated  funds  through  House 
Bill  145^  to  begin  the  preparation  of  a biographical  directory  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  from  1665  to  the  present.  The  bill 
specified  that  the  work  begin  with  the  completion  of  biographical  sketches 
on  members  who  have  served  from  1963  to  the  present  (1978).  The  former 
date  was  chosen  because  it  was  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  Legislative 
Building.  In  addition,  the  majority  of  the  members  who  served  during 
this  time  span  are  alive  and  can  furnish  up-to-date  biograpical  material. 

This  two-volume  edition,  which  contains  biographical  sketches  on 
the  603  members  who  served  during  the  abovementioned  time  period,  is  only 
a working  copy.  Additional  sketches  need  to  be  completed  before  a more 
permanent  volume  can  be  put  into  print . Because  of  the  temporary  nature 
of  this  work,  only  twenty-five  copies  were  printed.  These  are  to  be 
housed  in  selected  places  throughout  state  government. 

Currently,  the  author  is  preparing  biographical  sketches  covering 
members  of  the  General  Assembly  who  served  from  19^5  to  1961  as  well  as 
the  1979-80  members.  The  goal  is  to  complete  this  group  (an  additional 
65O  members)  by  March,  1980,  and  add  them  to  the  1963-1978  sessions.  The 
author  feels  that  the  19^5  to  1980  period  (approximately  1250  members) 
would  be  a logical  time  frame  to  place  into  a permanent  volume.  Since 
there  have  been  some  12,000  legislators  in  the  General  Assembly  since 
I665,  the  above  number  would  constitute  about  one-tenth  of  the  total 
number.  Therefore,  the  Directory  of  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly, 
1665-1980.  may  be  a ten- volume  series.

ANDREWS,  IKE  FRANKLIN  (1925-  ) 


House,  General  Assemblies  of  1961,  1967,  1969,  and  *1971;  Democrat  Chatham 
County  (1961)  and  the  Twentieth  District  (1967-1972) , Chatham  County. 
•Speaker  pro  tern  and  majority  leader. 

Senate,  General  Assembly  of  1959;  Democrat,  Thirteenth  District,  Chatham 
County. 


The  son  of  Archie  Franklin  Andrews  and  Ina  Dunlap,  Andrews  was  born 
on  September  2,  1925,  in  Bonlee,  Chatham  County.  Andrew  attended  Bonlee 
High  School,  1931-19^1,  Fork  Union  Military  Academy,  1941-19^2,  and  Mars 
Hill  College,  19^2-19^3.  He  served  in  the  United  States  Army  from  19^3 
to  19^5  and  attained  the  rank  of  master  sergeant.  Active  in  the  European 
Theatre  during  World  War  II  as  a field  artillery  forward  observer,  Andrews 
received  the  Bronze  Star  and  Purple  Heart.  After  the  war  he  was  enrolled 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  where  he  received  a B.S. 
degree  in  commerce  in  1950  and  an  LL.B.  degree  in  1952.  That  same  year  he 
was  admitted  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Bar  and  served  as  a partner  in  the 
firm  of  Andrews  and  Stone  in  Siler  City.  From  July,  1961,  to  December, 

1962,  Andrew  served  as  solicitor  of  the  Tenth-A  District  in  North  Carolina. 
Andrew  was  the  first  representative  to  be  elected  both  House  majority 
leader  and  speaker  pro  tern.  While  in  the  House  he  introduced  a bill  to 
rewrite  and  modernize  North  Carolina's  one  hundred-year-old  constitution. 

As  a result  of  his  efforts  many  progressive  changes  were  made  in  the  con- 
stitution. In  addition,  he  co-sponsored  the  bill  that  doubled  cities' 
revenues  from  the  state  gas  tax  for  improvement  of  local  streets;  and  he 
was  the  leading  proponent  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina  in  the  de- 
bate over  restructing.  Andrew  was  elected  to  the  93rd  Congress  as  a 
member  of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives  on  November  7,  1972. 

He  represented  the  Fourth  Congressional  District  and  still  was  serving 
in  1978.  While  a member  of  the  United  States  House  Andrew  was  assigned 
to  the  Education  and  Labor  Committee  and  the  Select  Committee  on  Aging. 

In  addition,  he  was  chairman  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Economic  Opportunity 
of  the  Education  and  Labor  Committee;  and  Andrew  was  a member  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Elementary,  Secondary  and  Vocational  Education  of  the 
Education  and  Labor  Committee.

School  in  1926.  Admitted  to  the  State  Bar  in  1926,  Aydlett  began  a 
law  practice  in  Elizabeth  City  in  1928.  He  was  affiliated  with  the 
firms  of  McMullan  & Aydlett,  McMullan,  Aydlett  & White,  and  Aydlett 
and  White  for  many  years  but  since  1970  has  operated  a private  prac- 
tice.

He  was  graduated  from 
Central  High  School  in  Charlotte  in  1953  and  earned  an  A.B.  degree  in 
English  from  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  in  1957*

Beatty  was  the  first  man  in  history  to  run  an  indoor  mile  under  four 
minutes.

Wide  World  of  Sports,  1964-  , and  was  a member  of  the  United  States  Olympic 
Committee,  1965-  « In  addition,  Beatty  held  the  position  of  alumni  repre- 
sentative, U.N.C.  Athletic  Council,  1967-  , Beatty  has  worked  in  several 
occupational  fields  in  the  past  decade.

The  son  of  DeWitt  Valentine  Carroll  (born  January,  i860),  a fanner 
and  government  administrator  from  Stokes  County,  and  Sally  Ann  Lewis, 

Carroll  was  born  in  Danbury  on  February  24,  1891.  He  attended  Mountain 
View  Institute,  1897-1909,  and  King  High  School,  1909-1910.  Carroll 
earned  an  A.B.  degree  from  Guilford  College  in  1914.  During  World  War  I 
he  served  as  a private  in  the  infantry  of  the  Sixth  Regular  Army  Division. 
Carroll  was  commissioned  second  lieutenant  in  the  Chemical  Warfare  Divi- 
sion in  France  on  November  9»  1918.  Before  the  war  he  had  been  enrolled 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  and  by  1931  he  had  earned  an  M.A. 
degree  at  that  institution.  In  addition,  Carroll  had  completed  graduate 
work  at  Trinity  College,  University  of  Dublin  in  1919  as  a member  of  the 
American  Student  Detachment  from  AEF  to  British  Universities.  His  major 
career  was  in  education  as  he  served  as  a public  school  teacher,  college 
professor,  and  leader  in  numerous  school  organizations.  Carroll  taught 
in  the  Durham  County  Schools;  held  the  position  of  director  and  teacher 
at  the  Stokes  County  Summer  Schools  For  Teachers,  1924-1925;  and  served 
as  an  assistant  professor  of  geography  and  education  at  Mary  Washington 
College  in  Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  1936.  Prior  to  his  retirement  from 
the  educational  field  in  1957 » he  had  served  as  a counseling  psychologist 
at  the  Veterans  Hospital  at  Oteen,  Buncombe  County.

While  a member  of 
the  General  Assembly  Carroll  concentrated  on  educational  matters;  he  offered 
bills  that  would  revise  the  school  board  system  at  the  state  and  county 
levels.  Carroll  died  at  the  Wesley  Long  Hospital  in  Greensboro  on  January 
21,  1964,  after  a one-month  illness.  He  was  cremated  and  interred  at  the 
Mountain  View  Baptist  Church  Cemetery  near  King,  Stokes  County.

1911-14,  and  during  World  War  I served  in  the  United  States  Army  Air  Corps, 
1917-19*  Currie  earned  undergraduate  and  law  degrees  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  He  praticed  law  briefly  in  1926  before  entering  the  bank 
ing  and  finance  business.  Currie  founded  Security  Savings  & Loan  Association 
of  Durham  in  1927.  He  was  employed  as  a savings  and  loan  executive  and  attained 
the  position  of  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  of  Security  Savings  & Loan 
Association.  Active  in  philanthropic  endeavors,  Currie  donated  money  to  ensure 
the  establishment  of  a library  as  a memorial  to  his  father  in  Candor  and  pro- 
vided funds  to  establish  a graduate  fellowship  in  nursing  at  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  Currie  was  a bachelor  and  for  many  years  lived 
in  the  Jack  Tar  (later  Durham  Hot^l-Motel) .

County.  His  father  served  as  president  of  the  Diamond  Mica  Company  in 
Spruce  Pine,  Mitchell  County,  One  of  two  children,  Dent  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  Mitchell  County  and  was  graduated  from  Harris  High 
School  in  1949.  He  attended  Sewanee  Military  Academy,  1949-1951,  Virginia 
Military  Institute,  1951-1952,  and  the  University  of  the  South,  1952-1953 
and  1954-1955*  In  addition.  Dent  took  correspondence  courses  offered  by 
the  University  of  California.  He  had  served  in  the  United  States  Army 
during  the  Korean  Conflict  (1953-1955)  and  had  attained  the  rank  of  corpo- 
ral. At  the  age  of  twenty-three  Dent  became  president  of  the  Diamond  Mica 
Company  following  the  death  of  his  father.  This  mica  manufacturing  concern 
had  operations  in  Mitchell  and  Yancey  counties.  Although  reared  in  Spruce 
Pine,  he  maintained  a home  in  Arden,  Buncombe  County.  While  in  the  Senate 
Dent  authored  a bill  which  was  aimed  at  halting  the  bootlegging  of  cigarettes 
to  other  states  by  syndicated  crime  to  avoid  taxes.  Although  the  bill  failed, 
it  led  to  the  first  state  tax  (two  cents)  on  cigarettes  sold  in  North  Caro- 
lina. In  addition,  he  helped  write  the  North  Carolina  Air  and  Water  Polu- 
tion  Control  Act  in  1967.  Lieutenant  Governor  Pat  Taylor  appointed  Dent  to 
the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  on  the  General  Assembly  in  1970.  A year 
later  he  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  gain  the  chairmanship  of  the  North 
Carolina  Republican  Party.  Dent  died  of  an  accidental  gunshot  wound  in 
Asheville  on  October  23,  1974.

Drummond  was  born  on  April  13,  1907,  in  the  Indiana  Territory  (later  New 
Carter  County,  Oklahoma).  He  was  the  son  of  George  Albert  Drummond  and  Nevida 
Mullens.  Drummond  attended  the  public  schools  of  Dallas,  Texas,  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Bryan  High  School  in  1925.  He  studied  civil  engineering  at  Texas 
A & M College,  but  after  removing  to  North  Carolina  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven, 
Drummond  decided  on  a career  in  accounting.  He  studied  accounting  in  the 
extension  courses  at  North  Carolina  State  College.  Drummond  developed  a busy 
public  accounting  business  in  Winston-Salem,  and  he  particularly  was  interested 
in  obtaining  tax  breaks  for  small  businessmen.  In  addition  to  his  primary 
career,  Drummond  was  involved  in  other  businesses  in  Winston-Salem.  He  operated 
the  Flamingo  Drive-In  Theatre,  founded  and  served  as  president  of  Twin  City 
Drive-In  Theatres,  and  founded  the  Piedmont  Discount  Company.  While  serving  in 
the  General  Assembly  Drummond  especially  was  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  public 
education.  In  addition,  he  introduced  a measure  to  repeal  the  sales  tax  on 
newspapers,  and  it  was  passed  by  the  General  Assembly.  Drummond  had  run  unsuc- 
cessful campaigns  for  the  House  in  1954  and  1956  prior  to  his  election  in  1958. 
After  suffering  a series  of  heart  attacks  while  in  Raleigh  for  a special  session 
of  the  General  Assembly,  he  died  at  Rex  Hospital  on  October  29,  1963.  Drummond 
was  buried  at  Forsyth  Memorial  Park  in  Winston-Salem.

School  in  1931.  He  earned  a B.S.  degree  in  commerce  at  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  in  1935,  and  completed  law  school  at  U.N.C.  in  1938.  In 
addition,  Ellis  studied  military  law  at  the  University  of  Michigan.  He  served 
in  the  United  States  Army,  Judge  Advocate  Generals  Corps,  1943-44  and  attained 
the  rank  of  lieutenant.  In  1939  Ellis  had  moved  to  Jacksonville  where  he  had 
begun  a law  practice.  He  became  senior  partner  in  the  firm  of  Ellis,  Hooper, 
Warlick  and  Waters  in  Jacksonville.  While  serving  in  the  General  Assembly  Ellis 
had  been  active  in  court  reform  legislation.  Following  several  months  of  de- 
clining health,  Ellis  died  of  a lung  disorder  in  Onslow  Memorial  Hospital  on 
December  l4,  1969.  He  was  buried  in  Onslow  Memorial  Park.  In  1970  the  only 
Catholic  Mens  Order  in  eastern  North  Carolina  was  named  in  his  honor.

During  World  War  II  Griffin  commanded  the 
113th  Field  Artillery  Battalion  as  a part  of  the  30th  Infantry  Division, 
United  States  Army.  From  19**0  until  his  discharge  in  19^6  Griffin  parti- 
cipated in  five  major  engagements  in  the  European  Theatre;  he  led  troops 
from  the  beaches  of  Normandy  into  Germany,  In  August,  19^7*  he  again 
joined  the  North  Carolina  National  Guard.  Griffin  was  promoted  to  major 
general  in  March,  1959 ♦ and  commanded  the  30th  Infantry  Division  until 
his  retirement  on  September  1,  1961,  He  represented  the  National  Guard 
Association  of  the  United  States  at  the  dedication  of  the  World  War  II 
military  cemeteries  in  Europe  and  North  Africa  in  I960.

Hairston  earned  an  A.B.  degree  in  1933  from  the  University  of  North 
Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  and  obtained  an  LL.B.  degree  from  the  U.N.C.  Lav;  School 
in  1935*  He  completed  Officers’  Candidate  School  at  Camp  Hood  and  served  as  a 
captain  in  the  United  States  Army,  Tank  Destroyer  Corps,  1942-46.  During  World 
War  TT  he  received  the  Bronze  Star,  Purple  Heart,  and  five  battle  stars.  Hair- 
ston has  practiced  law  since  the  age  of  twenty-one,  primarily  in  Mocksville.

The  son  of  Robert  Lee  Humber  and  Lena  Clyde  Davis,  Humber  was  born 
in  Greenville  on  May  30,  1898,  He  received  an  A.B.  degree  in  1918  and 
an  LL. B.  degree  in  1921  from  Wake  Forest  College.  Humber  earned  a Rhodes 
Scholarship  to  Oxford  University  in  England,  received  an  M.A.  degree  from 
Harvard  University  in  1926,  and  studied  at  the  University  of  Paris,  1926- 
1928.  In  addition,  he  was  awarded  honorary  degrees  by  Wake  Forest,  Duke, 
and  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill.  In  1918  Humber  had 
served  in  the  United  States  Army  Field  Artillery  during  World  War  I and 
had  attained  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant.  He  had  been  a tutor  in  the 
Department  of  Government,  History,  and  Economics  at  Harvard  University, 
1919-1920.  As  his  primary  career,  however,  Humber  practiced  law.  Ad- 
mitted to  the  State  Bar  in  1920,  he  operated  a law  practice  and  worked 
as  a business  executive  in  Paris,  France,  1930-19**0.  Humber  and  his 
family  fled  from  Paris  in  19**0  because  of  the  Nazi  threat.  Upon  his  re- 
turn to  the  United  States,  he  founded  a movement  for  world  peace  known 
as  the  ‘’Movement  For  World  Federation".  Established  at  Davis  Island, 
Carteret  County,  on  December  27 » 19*+0 , this  movement  was  endorsed  by 
sixteen  states  (North  Carolina  was  the  first).  In  addition,  Humber  re- 
presented the  Southern  Council  on  International  Relations  at  the  San 
Francisco  Conference  in  19**5»  which  formulated  the  United  Nations  Charter. 
Perhaps  his  greatest  achievement,  however,  was  the  establishment  of  the 
North  Carolina  Museum  of  Art  in  1956.  As  president  of  the  State  Art 
Society  (1955-1961),  Humber  influenced  numerous  art  patrons  to  donate 
their  works  to  the  museum  (Kress  Foundation  donated  art  treasures  valued 
at  $2. 5 million).  Humber  died  of  a heart  attack  in  Greenville  on  November

James  B.  Hunt,  Jr.  was  born  in  Greensboro  on  May  16,  1937.  He  was  the 
son  of  James  Baxter  Hunt,  a Wilson  County  tobacco  and  dairy  farmer,  and  Elsie 
Brame.  Hunt  was  reared  on  a farm  in  Rock  Ridge,  Wilson  County,  and  was  grad- 
uated from  Rock  Ridge  High  School.  He  earned  a B. S.  degree  in  agricultural 
education  in  1959  and  an  M.S.  degree  in  agricultural  economics  in  1962  at 
North  Carolina  State  College.  While  attending  North  Carolina  State  Hunt  served 
two  terms  as  student  government  president  and  edited  the  M Agriculturalist” , 
the  student  publication  of  the  School  of  Agriculture  and  Life  Sciences.  His 
Master's  thesis,  "Acreage  Controls  and  Poundage  Controls:  Their  Effects  on 

Most  Profitable  Production  Practices  for  Flue-Cured  Tobacco",  was  selected  as 
one  of  the  three  best  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  in  1963  by  the  American 
Farm  Economic  Association.  In  1964  Hunt  obtained  a J.D.  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  Law  School.  From  1964  to  1966  he  served  two  terms  in 
Nepal  as  economic  advisor  to  His  Majesty's  Government.  Upon  his  return  to  the 
United  States  Hunt  practiced  law  from  1966  to  1972  with  the  firm  of  Kirby,  Webb 
& Hunt  in  Wilson.  He  was  elected  lieutenant  governor  on  November  7,  1972,  and 
served  as  North  Carolina's  first  full-time  lieutenant  governor  from  1973  to 
1977.  As  lieutenant  governor,  Hunt  championed  utility  reform  legislation, 
campaign  finance  disclosure  laws,  a legislative  ethics  code,  land  use  legis- 
lation, the  establishment  of  public  kindergartens,  and  the  creation  of  a 
pioneering  rural  health-care  system.  Hunt  was  elected  governor  on  November  2, 
1976,  and  was  the  first  North  Carolina  gubernatorial  candidate  to  receive  over 
one  million  votes.  During  the  first  year-and-one-half  of  his  administration 
Hunt  has  implemented  many  of  the  measures  that  he  had  promised  during  his  cam- 
paign. He  strengthened  the  office  of  governor  by  amending  the  State  Constitu- 
tion to  allow  the  governor  to  run  for  a second  successive  term;  began  ambitious 
educational  programs  which  included  a new  primary  reading  program,  standardized 
annual  achievement  tests,  and  a minimum  competency  test  for  high  school  graduates; 
reorganized  and  revitalized  the  economic  development  program  of  the  state; 
championed  reform  of  the  utility  regulation  system  of  the  state;  and  pushed  for 
a wide-ranging  package  of  crime-fighting  laws.

He  was  enrolled  at  Elon  College  where  he  took  an 
active  interest  in  athletics.  Ingle  played  professional  baseball  briefly 
in  the  Carolina  League,  but  his  career  was  ended  by  an  arm  injury.  He  served 
in  the  United  States  Army  during  World  War  I from  May  9,  1918,  until  his 
discharge  on  June  24,  1919*  Ingle  was  assigned  to  the  6th  Division  of  the 
regular  army  and  served  overseas  with  the  AEF.

He  was  the  son  of  Henry  Lewis  Ingram,  a wholesale  distributor  of  petroleum  prod- 
ucts from  Farmer,  Randolph  County,  and  DeEtte  Bennett.  In  1947  Ingram  was  grad- 
uated with  honors  from  Asheboro  High  School,  where  he  served  as  co-captain  of 
the  football  team.  He  earned  a B. S.  degree  in  business  administration  from  the 
University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel  Hill,  in  1951*  Upon  graduation  he  entered 
the  U.N.C.  Law  School  and  received  a J.D.  degree  in  1954.  In  addition,  Ingram 
served  as  president  of  his  graduating  law  class.  He  served  in  the  United  States 
Army  Reserve  as  a first  lieutenant  in  the  Judge  Advocate  General  Corps.  Ingram 
practiced  law  in  Asheboro  until  he  was  elected  North  Carolina  commissioner  of 
insurance  in  the  general  election  of  1972.  He  was  renominated  and  reelected 
insurance  commissioner  in  1976,  receiving  over  one  million  votes  in  the  November 
general  election.  He  currently  resides  in  Cary.  As  of  1971  he  had  been  the 
first  Democrat  ever  elected  to  the  North  Carolina  House  from  the  Montgomery- 
Randolph  County  district.  While  serving  in  the  House  Ingram  sponsored  and 
authored  legislation  concerning  the  eighteen-year-old  vote,  absentee  ballots  in 
primary  elections,  the  state  zoo,  and  automobile  insurance  reform.  As  insurance 
commissioner  Ingram  has  instituted  many  changes  in  the  insurance  laws  of  the 
state,  making  North  Carolina  a national  leader  in  reform  measures.  He  has 
abolished  age  and  sex  discrimination  in  auto  insurance;  has  reduced  insurance 
rates  for  mobile  bulk  tobacco-curing  barns,  tobacco  sales  warehouses,  crop 
hail  insurance,  auto  medical  payments  insurance,  recreational  motor  home 
insurance,  and  uninsured  motorists  insurance;  has  increased  fire  and  rescue 
squad  line  of  duty  death  benefits;  has  abolished  discrimination  because  of 
sickle  cell  trait  in  life  and  health  insurance;  has  required  smoke  detectors 
in  all  new  homes;  has  begun  new  building  code  insulation  requirements;  has 
created  the  Consumer  Insurance  Information  Division  to  answer  insurance 
questions;  has  provided  immediate  insurance  coverage  for  new-born  infants  in 
family  health  insurance  policies;  and  has  established  a special  office  for  the 
handicapped  to  remove  architectural  barriers.  Ingram  became  the  Democratic 
nominee  for  the  United  States  Senate  from  North  Carolina  after  defeating  Luther 
H.  Hodges,  Jr.  in  the  May,  1978,  Democrat  Primary  runoff.  Professional  organ- 
izations: North  Carolina  (board  of  directors;  chairman,  Young  Lawyers  Section;

A native  of  Hamlet,  Richmond  County,  James  was  born  on  October  29*  1916. 
He  was  one  of  three  children  born  to  William  Daniel  James,  a physician  from 
Laurinburg,  Scotland  County,  and  Lillian  Della  Duer,  a nurse  and  hospital 
administrator  from  New  York,  New  York.  He  attended  Hamlet  High  School, 
1929-1931*  and  Woodberry  Forest  School,  Orange,  Virginia,  1931-1934.  James 
earned  an  A.B.  degree  in  1938  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  Chapel 
Hill.  Upon  graduation  he  was  enrolled  at  the  Louisiana  State  University 
Medical  School  where  he  obtained  an  M.D.  degree  in  1942.  James  served  in 
the  United  States  Army  Medical  Corps,  1943-1946,  and  attained  the  rank  of 
captain.  As  a surgeon  and  chief  of  staff  of  Hamlet  Hospital,  James  was 
never  to  busy  to  include  poor  people  among  his  heavy  caseload.  His  father 
and  mother  had  founded  Hamlet  Hospital  in  the  early  1900's,  and  James  and 
his  wife  had  operated  a nursing  school  until  1975.  James  demonstrated  his 
concern  for  the  poor  through  gifts  of  clothes  and  food  at  Christmas  and  by 
his  aid  in  securing  a college  education  for  many  underprivileged  Hamlet 
residents.  Aside  from  his  medical  profession,  James  was  engaged  in  the  real 
estate  business  and  served  as  president  of  W.  D.  James,  Inc.  In  1964  he  had 
launched  an  unsuccessful  campaign  to  unseat  Charles  Jonas  in  the  race  for 
the  old  8th  Congressional  District  seat.  James  died  on  October  28,  1977* 
of  a heart  attack  which  he  suffered  while  driving  through  farmland  that  he 
owned  outside  of  Hamlet.  He  was  buried  in  Hillside  Cemetery  in  Laurinburg.

Born  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  September  15,  1899,  Jemison  was  the  son  of 
Thomas  Henry  Jemison,  a tinsmith  from  Stanton,  Virginia,  and  Carrie  Vauter,  a 
seamstress  from  Bedford,  Kentucky.  One  of  seven  children, he  was  graduated  from 
Lane  Technical  High  School  in  Chicago  in  1917  and  served  as  a private  in  the 
United  States  Army  during  World  War  I.  When  the  war  ended,  Jemison  was  attend- 
ing Officers*  Training  School  at  Yale  University.  He  attended  Lane  Technical 
School  and  was  enrolled  for  two  years  at  Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  where 
he  studied  electrical  engineering.  As  an  early  occupation  he  was  engaged  as 
a self-employed  sheet  metalist.  Jemison  worked  for  thirty-seven  years  in  in- 
dustrial management  with  the  Western  Electric  Company  in  Chicago,  Kearney, 

New  Jersey,  and  Winston-Salem.  He  had  moved  to  Winston-Salem  at  the  age  of 
forty-eight  and  had  retired  there  as  a supervisor  in  1966.  While  a member  of 
the  General  Assembly  Jemison  introduced  legislation  to  create  a Senior  Citizens 
Study  Commission  and  supported  legislation  for  no-fault  insurance.  In  addition, 
he  helped  to  garner  appropriations  for  a school  for  the  deaf  in  the  Piedmont 
Triad.  Jemison  ran  for  a fourth  term  in  1972  but  was  defeated.  He  died  on 
September  5*  1975*  at  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem  as  a result  of  cancer.

Hugh  S.  Johnson,  Jr.  was  born  in  Rose  Hill,  Duplin  County,  on  December

One  of  fourteen  children,  Johnston  was  born  in  the  community  of  Hopkins, 
Ashe  County,  on  August  1,  1892.  He  was  the  son  of  John  Romulus  Johnston,  a 
farmer  and  merchant,  and  Cisco  Fletcher  of  Ashe  County.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  Ashe  County,  1898-1907,  and  Appalachian  Training  School 
at  Boone,  1907-11.  Johnston  obtained  an  A.B.  degree  from  Wake  Forest  College 
in  1915-  He  served  in  the  United  States  Army  during  World  War  I (1918-1919) 
and  attained  the  rank  of  first  sergeant.  After  attending  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  Law  School  in  1917  and  1919,  he  earned  an  LL.B.  degree  in 
1921  at  LaSalle  Extension  University.  Johnston  had  taught  in  subscription 
school  and  had  served  as  principal  of  a consolidated  school  near  Elizabeth 
City,  but  he  settled  on  a law  career  in  1921.  Johnston  practiced  law  in 
Jefferson  for  fifty  years;  he  operated  a partnership  with  G.  L.  Park  until 
1927,  ran  a private  practice,  1927-49,  and  was  affiliated  with  his  son  in 
the  firm  of  Johnston  and  Johnston,  1949-71.  As  a member  of  the  Senate,  he 
helped  to  draft  a bill  that  tightened  absentee  voting  restrictions.  During 
the  1920's  he  had  written  feature  stories  for  many  of  the  daily  newspapers 
throughout  the  state.  Johnston  died  from  a heart  attack  in  Jefferson  on 
October  l8,  1971.

Of  English  ancestry,  John  R.  Jordan,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Winton,  Hert- 
ford County,  on  January  16,  1921.  He  was  one  of  two  children  of  John 
Richard  Jordan,  a farmer,  forestry  and  wood  products  employee,  and  merchant 
from  Winton,  and  Ina  Love  Mitchell,  an  artist  from  Winton.  His  family  had 
resided  in  Hertford  County  since  1751 • He  was  graduated  from  Ahoskie  High 
School  in  1938  and  attended  Chowan  College  that  same  year.
